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According to Department of State racorA« f Mr. Mblisw- 
berg eats assigned to the Swedish tlaaion im SHapeat« 
Hungary, daring World War II, and disappeared la Jasuary of 
1345 following the arrival of Soviet troops in Budapest. Xa 
response to repeated inquiries by the Swedish Qovetrateot , 
the Soviet Govemsent in February 1557 stated that 
Mr. Wallenberg had died In a Moscow prison on July 17 , 1147 . 
Despite the fact that the Swedish Government has officially 
raised the issue of Mr. Wallenberg 1 s fate on a number of 
subsequent occasions, citing that several persons claimed to 
have seen hi* alive during the 1950 * s, the Soviet Government 
has provided no additional information. 


Hr. Wallenberg * s half-sister, Mrs. Mins La ge r gr en , and 
bis half-brother, Mr. Guy von Bardel, have continued to 
pursue the question of the fate of their half-brother with 
the Swedish Government and the Swedish Red Cross. Since the 
Swedi-h Government and Red Cross are thoroughly familiar 
with Mr. Wallenberg’s case, we believe they are in the best 
position to make inquiries to the Soviet authorities in the 
event that further representation would be believed helpful. 
On occasion, Swedish authorities have asked the O.S. Govern- 
ment to verifv information or otherwise to assist in ef— 
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forts to clarify the fat* of Hr* Wallenberg* W» fear* don* 
everything possible to comply with the Swedish Government* 
requests, and shall cost foot to do mo.
